DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 ,2, and 4-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance of the claims is that the prior art neither teaches nor fairly suggest a target 
wheel for providing timing information for a crankshaft in an internal combustion engine as 
presented in independent claims 1, 4-6, and 13, Major emphasis is being placed upon the 
provisions of "wherein said target wheel includes fifty eight teeth and a synchronization pulse 
region (claim 1), wherein said falling edges of said teeth are spaced substantially six degrees 
apart (claim 4), wherein at least six of said teeth create a pulse combination indicating the 
position of said target wheel (claims 5 and 6) and target wheel having a plurality of teeth (claim 
13) in combination with other limitations of the said claims and their dependent ones. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
